If anyone had seen Richard 
.Kurlan’s letter of February 27, 
you would have read an 
excellent exposé on character 
assassination and personal 
aggrandizement.

Enough Is enough) In spite 
of the small number of people 
involved in this Issue here at 
McGill, the record needs to be 
set straight. 

The first article, titled “Can- 
ada World Youth Supports 
Repressive Regimes", of Feb. 
13 went uncontested because 
It was felt that It merely 
reflected the anxieties of a 
frustrated and disoriented par- 
ticipant who had just returned 
from an aborted stay In a 
foreign country. But now with 
the appearances of the 2nd 
and 3rd article in the Daily., we 
can no longer remain silent. In 
as much as we respect Chris' 
Cavanaugh’s right to express 
his view we, a group of 
ex-participants of the same 
program, strongly disagree 
with his unfair criticism of 
CWY. It is in our opinion that 
CWY has not only fulfilled its 
collective objectives - both 
written and Implied, but has 
also allowed the participants 
the liberty needed for individ- 
ual learning. 

To answer a few of the most 
absurd, irresponsible and mis- 
leading charges that are the 
result of a "confused" mind, 
by Cavanaugh’s own admiss- 
ion, we would like to express 
our view of them. 

•“Canada World Youth suppor- 
ts repressive regimes": Polit- 
ics Is not a criterion for choos- 
ing an exchange country as 
long as the safety of the partic- 
ipants can be reasonably ass- 
ured. The role of the organizat- 
ion is to provide the mechanism 
needed to promote UNDER- 
STANDING between the youth 
of two nations and to share a 
living experience In each 
other’s country. With no offic- 
ial political view Itself, CWY 
leaves the evaluation of any 
nation at the absolute discre- 
tion of the participants them- 
selves. Alleging CWY’s assoc- 
iation with certain countries 
as evidence of "supporting" or 
"legitimizing" repressive re- 



gimes merely reveals Cavan- 
augh’s myopic vision. 

•"CWY Is being used as a PR 
device by CIDA": Does CIDA 
need to spend $4.6 million a 
year on a PR device when It’s a 
much better known and reput- 
able organization Itself? CWY 
has never functioned as an 
appendage of CIDA. No agent 
of CWY has ever been Instruc- 
ted to promote CIDA at home 
or In the exchange country 
during the exchanges we 
participated in. 

Ancfthe list goes on. As it is 
Impossible to state in great 
detail what this little known 
organization Is all about we 
simply to express our view of 
what we feel has been falsely 
and biasly represented. 

CWY Is not functionally 
perfect. And although many 
improvements can be made,, 
its goals are valid. Perhaps 
CWY’s objectives need to be 
clarified and more information 
made available to some parti- 
cipants and this Is where 
Chris Cavanaugh should direct 
his effort at instead of aim- 
lessly and baselessly attemp- 
ting to change CWY and its 
goals. It would be regressive 
and regrettable that such a 
fine program, which has pro- 
vided hundreds of youth the 
unique opportunity to be better 
Informed about another part of 
the world, to suffer any 
consequence of the frustrat- 
ion of a "confused" partici- 
pant.

Kenya’s economy 
as good as Britain's 



To the Dally: 

Having lived In Kenya for 
seventeen years, I would like 
to make a few comments on 
the Daily article regarding 
' Kenya (Thurs. March 6): 

1. Mr. Sarone Indicates that In 
-1979, the Year of the Child, 

President.Daniel Arap Mol told 
the children of Kenya that he 
would provide them with free 
education from grades 1-6 
and, free milk In the schools, 
but, says he Is skeptical as to 
whether these promises will 
ever be carried out. However, 
not only have these promises 
been carried out, they have 
been In effect for the last six 
months! In addition, the gov- 
ernment has made a point of 
ensuring that the youth of the 
country receive at least 92% 
of their nutritional require- 
ments (Canadian children re- 
ceive 128% - U.N. World’s 
Children Data Sheet). Surely 
for a poor, developing nation, 
these are large steps In the 
road to development. 

2. Mr. Sarone says that Kenya 
welcomes foreign Investors. 
Obviously, It is highly essen- 
tial to the economy that 
foreign parties help set up 
industries, for economic sta- 
bility can only result from 
industrial strength. Till inde- 
pendence (1963), Kenya’s 
economy was almost entirely 
agricultural. In 16 years of 
independence, Kenya has 
achieved the reputation of 
being “...Industrially the most 



developed coùntry In Eastern 
Africa". (The Economist: 
Quarterly Economic Review). 
Mr. Sarone himself points out 
Kenya's economic stability 
yet, also adds that there are 
signs of economic collapse: 
he gives the example of a 
shortage of bread in Nairobi. 
The shortage, however, has 
practically nothing to do with 
the state of the economy. In 
1975, Kenya was self-suffic- 
ient in wheat production. It' 
was at about the same time, 
however, that coffee and tea 
prices were at a boom. Grain 
farmers, wishing to have a 
portion of this profitable ent- 
erprise, converted many of 
their grain fields Into plantat- 
ions, resulting In the subs- 



equent shortage. The govern- 
ment is now proposing a 
Minimum Returns Scheme, 
whereby, farmers will receive 
a minimum sum for every 
kilogram of essential crop 
produced (again a heavy bur- 
den on the government). 

If Mr. Sarone would simply 
look at Kenya in context with 
other third world countries (El 
Salvador, Cambodia, Uganda), 
rather than from a typically 
western viewpoint, I can’t help 
feeling that even he would be 
proud of it. After all, how can a 
country which can, In the last 
16 years, create a capital 
reminiscent of London be all 
bad?

Beaupré said even when 
they state clearly they are 
sympathisers of the WCP, 
most other students do not 
know .that It means political 
priorities rather than students’ 
priorities. “And they do nbt 
say that," said Beaupré. 

Beaupré said ANEQ had 
been crippled by the growing 
gap between the national 
leadership and the student 
body. 

"There could be two reasons 
for that— either they were 
completely cut off from stu- 
dents at large and reality or 
they got elected under mis- 
representation. And I think the 
latter Is true...but in both 
cases they had to resign," 
said Beaupré. 

Beaupré also severely crit- 
icized the Isolation of the 
executive. „ • 

"They were Interpreting 
mandates the Central Council 
or the associations were giv- 
ing them. For example, In the 
very recent CEGEP employees 
strike, they implied in a press 
conference that support to 
workers was students’ first 
concern. It might have been 
that of the WCP but the Central 
Council had made clear that 
•getting back to class as soon 
as possible was students’ 
prime concern," he said. 

Beaupré blamed the execu- 
tives "for their RAEU policy" 
and the failure of reconcilia- 



tion between the two national 
student bodies. The three 
purged executives accused 
RAEU leaders of being “bureau- 
crats" and "careerists". 

“They did that because they 
knew they could never get in 
there. With those leaders at 
ANEQ's head for one more 
year, It would have been 
impossible to reunify the 
student movement or even to 
take common action. Dialogue 
was Impossible," said Beau- 
pré. 

Meanwhile, ANEQ will be 
working with temporary "exe- 
cutives". They are already 
planning a reorganization con- 
gress to determine student 
priorities. And they do not 
want to take any position "In 
the name of students." 

ANEQ will hold a press 
conference today to ask the 
government for an extension 
of loans and bursaries pay- 
ments because of the recent 
strlkçs in CEGEPs. They are 
also requesting that ho addi- 
tional residence fees be paid 
by students for the extension 
of the study term, and that the 
government pay a subsistence 
allowance to students whose 
session is. extended. The 
ANEQ demands will cost be- 
tween $10 and $15 million, 
about the same amount of 
money the government grant- 
ed to Laval and UQAM univer- 
sity students after the 76 
strike. And this time, say 
ANEQ members, many more 
students are affected.

All those venal careerists, otherwise known 
as Daily staffers, are cordially urged to at- 
tend an important staff meeting Thursday at 
4 p.m. in B-03.

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The tragedies of Southeast Asian societies in the late 
1970s have left the headlines of the Western press. Since 
early November, Iran, Afghanistan and Rhodesia have 
monopolized our media. The plight of the boat people and 
the situation of Cambodia are no less serious problems, 
however. 



Having said this, It Is necessary to reject any facile 
conclusion that all the Western concern served for', 
nothing. Close to 300,000 Vietnamese boat people have 
been given refuge in Western countries. According to 
UNICEF and International Red.Cross leaders, Western aid 
saved the Cambodian nation. In the camps In Thailand and 
the Cambodian- countryside, a degree of sustenance is 
available. This would have been Impossible without an 
international relief effort. 



However, the Western relief effort has met serious 
resistance, both logistical and political. Politically, there 
has been the hesitancy of the Vietnamese occupying force 
to give complete free rein to Western agencies In territory 
it is unsure of. Logistically, there has been the devastation 
of Cambodia’s infrastructure. This has been a severe 
handicap. 



The officials of Hanoi and Phnom Penh, however, have 
shown acceptance for a re-integratioo of the Cambodian 
refugees now In Thailand. Such an Integration, coupled 
with another Infusion of international food aid, and a 
decent dry harvest would permit hope for Cambodia in the 
’80s. 



Canada can be particûlarly effective in aiding such a 
transformation. Unburdened by the colonial or Imperial 
pasts of France or the United States, its Intervention for a 
humanitarian solution to the refugee and aid distribution 
would be viewed with less suspicion. Without such 
pressure, the Cambodians in Thailand could be destined to 
remain the Palestine of Southeast Asia. Such Canadian 
action, however, must be made within the optic of an 
eventual withdrawal of the occupying force. Encouraging 
crusades and wars of liberation will only ensure continued 
privation for the Cambodian population. 



It Is with the goal of drawing to the attention of the new 
federal government the role it could conceivably Dlay. that 
the ‘McGill Committee to aid Southeast Asia* is being 
formed.

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PQ White Paper “înteflectuafly soft ”

The Parti Québécois gov- 
ernment’s white paper Is “full 
of factual errors and Intellect- 
ually soft,” says Herbert 
Marx, Liberal MNA for D'Arcy 
McGee. 

"If you were to write that 
paper in a course, you'd 
probably flunk out." 

Marx, at McGill Monday to 
speak on the entrenchment of 
a Human Rights Charter in the 
Constitution, quickly switched 
subjects to attack the PQ. 

"It Is a ridiculous proposi- 
tion to suggest that Quebec 
will have equal 'weight in an 
economic union with Canada. 
That’s fantasy. Does Luxem- 
bourg have the same Influence 
as France in the European 
Common Market?" 

"The present situation In 
parliament is égale à égale. 
Quebec has half of the MPs In 
the governing Liberal Party," 
said Marx. 

Citing June 9th as the 
probably referendum date, 
Marx predicted the "oui" vote 
would drop below forty per 
cent. He chastised the PQ for 
depicting itself as thé sole 
nationalist party In Quebec. 

"The campaign of the PQ Is 
rhetorical and lacks' subs- 
tance. They want to give the 
impression that they have a 
• monopoly on emotionalism 
and nationalism. I don’t think 
the Péqulste leaders are any 
more nationalist than Claude 



Ryan," he said. 

Scheduled to speak in the 
National Assembly this week, 
Marx lambasted the wording 
of the referendum question. 

"The preamble has been put 
in such a way as to make an 
argument as to why one 
should vote yes. The debate 
will not cause the PQ to 
change their strategy of putt- 
ing forward the safest quest- 
ion possible,” he said. 

Speaking on civil liberties, 
Marx agreed that there was no 
returning to free choice in the 
language of education. He 
said: ".There was a necessity 
for some language legislation. 
Free choice Is not an option 
supported by my party be- 
cause it's not politically feas- 
ible. However, even Lévesque 
says he Is uncomfortable with 
some aspects of Bill 101. 

"The barring of unilingual 
signs is the most contestable 
part of it. If you don’t allow 
English signs up, you don't 
allow the English to exist. I 
wouldn't - put the selling of 
shoes on the same level as 
the selling of Ideas." 

Marx questioned the legal- 
ity of the Referendum Act. 

“People who aren’t Included 
in the "no" committee can’t 
spend more than $300. If this 
constitutes an Infringement on 
Individual rights, should we 
limit the sovereignty of gov- 
ernment in defending them?" 

Marx stated that the inc- 



reased francizatlon of Quebec 
society under a Liberal gov- 
ernment would continue. “If 
we get Into power, we’re not 
going backwards. Quebec will 
have to increase francizatlon 
at work." 

He claimed that Premier 
Lévesque’s assumptions con- 
cerning the attitude of 'other 
provincial governments are 
wrong. "Lévesque claims they 
will negotiate sovereignty- 
association, whereas they 
deny any such notion. Conv- 
ersely, he discounts the beige 
paper as a workable premise 
despite the fact several prem- 
iers have spoken favourably of 
it." 

Marx lamented the fact that 
all the PQ has to say of 
Quebec's links with Canada 
are negative. He insists the 
Liberals will point out the good 
and the bad. He recounted a 
story to illustrate the one- 
sidedness of the Indépendant- 
es. 

"After the Maisonneuve by- 
elections, a distraught U de M 
student was lamenting the 
results, when I told him that he 
should, at least be pleased 
that the winner was from the U 
de M. This failed to console 
him, so I told him that after the 
Liberal victory, the party 
members sang "Oh Canada" 
five times. 

"The student perked up and 
replied, "ce sont des fanati- 
ques?"’ 



RCMP to crack down on students 
peddling CP Air coupons 



VANCOUVER • (CUP) — 
Students earning next month’s 
rent by soliciting airline 
discount coupons for an 
American corporation could 
face criminal charges, a RCMP 
officer at Vancouver's In- 
'ternatlonal airport said Feb. 25. 

"My instruction Is to arrest 
them and charge them if they 
persist. It's an act and it must 
be enforced," said RCMP 
constable Bob Garlough. 

The students are breaking 
ministry of transport 
regulations by asking 
customers for the coupons in 
the airport terminal, Garlough 
said. 

Students across Canada 
have been employed by GENEX 
Inc. to solicit discount coupons 
CP Air gives customers on 



transcontinental flights, a 
GENEX spokesperson said. 

GENEX representative L.P. 
Bradley said the company uses 
students to solicit the 
coupons and then sells the 
discount vouchers to com- 
panies with a large volume of 
air travel. 

"If they use the right ap- 
proach with customers, they 
get most of their coupons free," 
Bradley said. GENEX has 
employed students on sim.iai 
•ventures in the United States to 
solicit United Airlines 
vouchers, he added. 

CP Air public relations 
spokesperson George Me- 
Burnie said Monday the 
company has no objection to 
the retailing of the coupons. 

"Those coupons are tran- 



sferable. I suppose if someone 
wants to sell them or give them 
away it’s their business," 
McBurnie said. 

Bradley said the students are 
"fully supported" by GENEX 
but declined to reveal the terms 
of the contract students have 
with GENEX. He said the 
students receive "handsome 
wages" and some receive 
financial aid to get to the air- 
port and to cover the cost of 
buying the coupons. 

Bradley said if a student is 
arrested "someone is over- 
stepping a mandate." 

Garlough said the students 
would first receive a warning 
and then face charges, 
although the laying of charges 
would be up to the discretion of 
the officer.

Gay Friends’ mail illegally opened 



MONTREAL (CUP)-The 
Concordia University Students’ 
Association (CUSA) has 
illegally opened the mail of a 
campus gay group and un- 
successfully tried to take over 
the group's bank account. 

Ray Glendenning, a member 
of the Lesbian and Gay Friends 
of Concordia, said he was 
contacted by a Toronto 
Dominion Bank official in 
February and told that Jennifer 
Martin, a member of the CUSA 
finance commlitee, had been 
at the bank with a statement 
addressed to the gay group. 
Martin asked for information on 
the group's bank account, 
Glendenning said he was told. 

Under the CUSA consitution, 
groups funded by CUSA are not 
allowed to hold their own bank 
accounts. When the' Lesbian 
and Gay Friends were notified 
of the CUSA regulation, 
representatives of the club 
admitted to financial vice- 
‘ president Larry Hoffer that they 
had their own bank account. A 
deadline of Feb. 29 was set foi 
the closing of the account. 

But Lynne Rothdram, ar 
accountant at the TD bank, sale 
finance committee membet 
Martin tried In mid-February to 
find out how much money the 
gay group had and if the bank 
would transfer the money to a 
CUSA account If Martin 
produced a copy of the CUSA 
constitution to show that it was 
an unauthorized account. 

Rothdram asked Martin 
where she had obtained the 
Lesbian and Gay Friends bank 
statement and Martin replied 
that it had been opened 
because it had CUSA's address 
on it. 

Although the Lesbian and 
Gay Friends have been advised 
that they can sue CUSA for the 
incident, they have asked only 
for an apology and an 
assurance that the mall 



happen 



opening would not .happen 
again. 

But Martin has refused to 
apologize. 

“I won’t apologize for my 
actions,” she said. "I don't 
think they were wrong." 

CUSA treasury vice-president 
Vahe Barsoum is also un- 
concerned about the incident. 

"What’s done is done, let’s 
leave it at that. These things 
happen and they will happen 
again," Barsoum said. "Just 
forget it. Let me put It this way, 
we did what we thought was 
right." 

When asked by one^,of _ the 
Lesbian and Gay Friends 
members why she did not ask 
the group for information about 
the account, Martin said: "The 
bank is just up the street. Since 
no one from the group is 



around, I though it would just 
be simpler to just go there and 
ask." 

“I’m an Impulsive per- 
son...excuse me for being 
impulsive," she said. 

Vice-president Hoffer claims 
that the group was not singled 
out for discriminatory treat- 
ment, although in January the 
group’s funding was frozen 
because the finance committee 
heard that many members of 
the group were not Concordia 
students. Glendenning said 
that all the group’s members 
are students and added that no 
one from the committee ever 
came to the group’s meetings 
to see if the allegations were 
true. 

Hoffer says that the gay 
group feels discriminated 
against only because " it is 



“controversial". 

"Think of us," he said. "We 
have to deal with clubs like 
yours, and you have to admit 
that your club is controversial. I 
find that you have a tremen- 
dous chip on your shoulder." 

. A Montreal lawyer says that 
if the Lesbian and Gay Friends 
choose lo sue, they should 
have no trouble winning. 

"It’s a straightforward Issue 
as far as I’m concerned," said 
lawyer George Band. “Mall Is 
not to be tampered with. Once 
the letter is posted, it becomes 
the property of the person it is 
addressed to." 

"They (CUSA) have no right 
to open mail specifically when 
the mall was addressed to a 
identifiable body." 



Concordia opposes union 



MONTREAL (CUP)-Concor- 
dla University admin- 
istration Is contesting a bid to 
unionize by its part-time tea- 
chers. 

The Concordia Association 
of Part-time Teachers (CAPT) 
applied for certification Dec- 
ember 14 after a frenzied 
membership drive to recruit a 
majorjty of part-time fractional 
and continuing education tea- 
chers. 

The teachers decided to 
unionize in October to get 
improvements in employment 
conditions, salaries, job sec- 
urity and promotion and fringe 
benefits.- 

Michael Sheldon, executive 
assistant to the rector, said 
the university filed Its cont- 
estation last week, although 
he added, "At this point we 
don’t want to go into detailed 
explanation." 

However, Claude Malo, lab- 
our investigator for the Queb- 



ec Ministry of Labour, said 
"The employer contested 
CAPT’s application for certif- 
ication on the ground that it 
should Include full-time tea- 
chers and that it shouldn't 
include fractional or contin- 
uing education teachers." 

Ritva Jennings, the secret- 
ary of CAPT, said she was 
surprised that the university 
wants full-time and part-time 
teachers In one union. 

"Our Interests and condit- 
ions are so different that we 
can't really fail under one 
(bargaining) unit. 

"CUFA (Concordia Univers- 
ity Faculty Association) is In 
the process of trying to certify 
themselves. During all this 
time they never expressed the 
slightest interest In us. 

“It’s rather puzzling in view 
of the fact that at the Univers- 
ity of Montreal and at ÛQAM 
(Université du Québec à Mont- 
réal) the government approved 



separate unions for full-time 
and part-time teachers." 

John Drysdale, the presid- 
ent of CUFA agreed, "Our legal 
advice Is that It Is not really 
possible. It's a matter of 
Interpreting rulings that have 
been made before.” 

CAPT Is now awaiting 
Malo’s decision on whether a 
majority of the part-timers 
want to join the union, which 
would be affiliated with the 
Confédération des Syndicats 
Nationaux.

CBC fires reporter for 
political activity 



TORONTO (CUP) - A repor- 
ter who was fired from Toron- 
to's French-language CBC ra- 
dio station for her political 
activities says she expects to 
win a grievance filed by her 
union. 

CJBC reporter Edith Parl- 
seau, a member of the Com- 
mittee to Defend Quebec's 
Right to Self-Determination, 
was fired shortly after partici- 
pating in a forum sponsored 
by the committee In Novem- 
ber. 

According to the Toronto 
Clarion, an independent com- 
munity newspaper, CJBC man- 
agement says there Is a 
conflict of interest between 
Parlseau's role as a reporter 
and her membership in the 
committee. 

Parlseau said that no other 
complaints were made by 
CJBC about her work during 
the period of almost'a year in 
which she worked for the 
station. She said that in 
similar case.s of alleged bias, 
reporters were suspended, not 
fired. 

Parlseau says that although 
she Is confident her union, the

The reduced number of 
employees needed to make 
the system work leads to 
extra hours of work, which 
deteriorate an employee’s 
health, and a drop in the 
quality of customer service. 

"I don't see any fair play in 
that, neither for the employ- 
ees nor for the customers," 
D'Ambroslo said. 

"The system has pitted 
employees against each other 
rather than uniting them," 
D’Ambrosio argues. 

"The older employees are 
suffering demotions due to 
increased competition, and 
are being replaced by young 
and aggressive employees." 





The W 5 controversy: A che

A documentary or public affairs 
feature need not be objective. Any 
subjectivity, though, must be support* 
ed by precise, detailed, and most 
Importantly, accurate evidence. Any- 
thing less is not. factual, but biased 
and Irresponsible Journalism of the 
worst kind. 

Consider the W5 program on Inter- 
national students In Canada, broad- 
cast on CTV nationwide last Septem- 
ber. To actually show a program like 
this across Canada on what one 
assumes to be a reputable television 
network, Is totally reprehensible. 
However, people make mistakes, and 
there was always the possibility that 
someone, somewhere, had made a 
gross error In judgment. Considering 
the ensuing controversy and over- 
whelming condemnation from across 
Canada, one would assume that the 
persons responsible would, at the very 
least, retract some of the more glaring 
errors made In the program. 

Instead, W5 released a statement 
entitled "W5 Reply: Foreign Students 
In Canada." 

Almost the only thing factual about 
this document Is that It exists. It 
perpetuates the same distorted facts, 
misrepresentations, quotations taken 
out of context and complete false- 
hoods that were In the original 



manage to contradict themselves. 
Consider, for example, the actual 
number of International students with 
student authorizations at Canadian 
universities. 

At the beginning of the "W5 Reply" 
W5 claims a figure of 29,000 for the 
1976 - 1977 period without quoting a 
source. Toward the end they quote a 
figure of 55,000 from the Director of 
Foreign Student Affairs of the Canad- 
ian Bureau of International Education 
(CBIE). They go on to quote Statistics 
Canada as saying "55,000 Is unrealist- 
ically low." However, the CBIE figure 
Is actually 23,451 and the Statistics 
Canada figure Is 25,823. The figure of 
55,000 attributed to CBIE is in fact a 
CBIE estimate of all International 
students in Canada at every level of 
education and as such represents a 
rpaxlmum. 

Nowhere In the "W5 Reply" do they 
mention the figure of 100,000 used In 
the original program. 

The "W5 Reply" repeatedly and 
correctly points out that there Is a 
trend In Canada toward rich Internat- 
ional students from developed count- 
ries. They support, their contentions 
that Increasingly large numbers of 
rich, "opportunistic" International stu- 
dents are benefittlng from the larg- 
esse of. the Canadian taxpayer by 
citing that 90% of Canada’s Internat- 
ional students are privately funded. 
The obvious Implication Is that 90% of 
Canada's international students are 
rlchl However, 90% are “privately 
funded" because Canadian law stipul- 
ates that any students entering 
Canada must be self-supporting and 
show evidence of funds to support 
their stay in Canada. The exception 
(about 10%) are those on exchange or 
scholarships of one form or another. 

Thus many of these "privately 
funded" students will have saved for 
years to avail themselves of an 
opportunity to study at a Canadian 
university. They'will have about $5,000 
to live on for each year of their 
studies, either from the money 
brought with them or from teaching 
assistant8hlps, If graduate -students. 
Not only do they have to support 
themselves but In many cases a 
family as well. However, W5’s interna- 
tional student Is a product of their vivid 
imagination — a rich Chinese from 



program, and then adds some more. 

Probably the most disturbing feature 
of the program and the "W5 Reply", is 
the attitude taken by 'W5 towards 
students of Chinese origin. Through- 
out both the program and the "W5 
Reply", W5 Implies that International 
students and Chinese pre one and the 
same, despite the-fact that there are 
far more Canadians of Chinese origin 
in Canadian universities than Chinese 
nationals from Hong Kong or else- 
where-. 

No-one denies that the largest 
proportion of International students is 
from Hong Kong (33%). However, Hong 
Kong Is one of the most densely 
populated areas on earth and conse- 
quently has many more eligible 
university students than could possib- 
ly be accommodated at the territory’s 
small university. Rich or poor, stud- 
ents must go abroad to receive a 
university education or forego one 
altogether. 

W5 also selectively quotes out of 
context the "Report of the Task Force 
on Visiting International Students In 
Alberta" published one yearago by the 
U of A Senate, creating the Impression 
that the report Is opposed to Hong 
Kong students. This report fully 
supports an International student 
presence In Canada whether from 
Hong Kong or elsewhere, and uses a 
wealth of pertinent (and accurate!) 
facts and data to support Its case. 



However, they do acknowledge an 
"Imbalance" in the large proportion of 
Hong Kong students, compared to 
those from other countries, which the 
"W5 Reply" quotes at length. The 
conclusion from this selective quoting 
Is that the report fully concurs with the 
attitude of W5 toward the Hong Kong 
student? 

However, reading this portion of the 
report In its entirety gives an entirely 
different Impression, particularly 
when one considers the concluding 
paragraphs: 

"Not surprisingly, the (Hong Kong) 
student may find himself criticized for 
his adaptability, single mindedness 
and his academic achievements once 
he Is on campus, which fact may well 
appear to him an injustice. After all 
what does one go to university for If 
not to study?... 

...However, the Task Force does not 
feel that these characteristics should 
be penalized (my emphasis); nor do 
the majority of the Task Force 
members agree with the use of 
negative sanctions through quotas 
based on the country of origin, at this 
time, to improve the mix In the visa 
student population." 

W5 saw no reason to quote any of 
this in their reply. 

W5’s Imagination comes Into Its own 
with statistics, which they distort or 
ignore. Not only are they often 
misleading and wrong, they even

$5,000 does not go far when a 
minimum of $1,000 goes on tuition 
fees. This Is further compounded by 
differential tuition fees Imposed by 
some provincial governments, not the 
universities, as claimed by W5, 
against International students. De- 
spite all hardships, international stu- 
dents persevere and return home to 
their countries with a valued Canadian 
education which will be of much more 
use than Canadian aid and will Incur 
much less cost to the Canadian 
taxpayer. As far as W5 Is concerned, 
this student does not exist, despite 
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ap shot at a visible minority ? 



of the Canadian Immigration Act. It Is 
virtually Impossible for an Internation- 
al student to become a permanent 
resident. The act is so strict that an 
International student who wishes to 
change faculties or universities once 
In Canada, must obtain permission 
from the local immigration office. If his 
student authorization expires by even 
one day, he can be ordered to leave 
Canada. 

W5 nowhere makes any mention of 
the benefits or even necessity of 
international students. Many graduate 
departments would barely exist were it 
not for the international students who 
fill the void due to Canadian students' 
preference to work upon completion of 
their baccalaureate. Consequently, 
valuable research which directly bene- 
fits Canada, Is carried out by Interna- 
tional students. 

There is also a more tangible benefit 
to Canada. Far from milking the 
Canadian taxpayer, CBIE estimates 
that International students contribute 
$62,000,000 annually to the Canadian 
economy. 

What about Canadian international , 
students? Canada Manpower estimat- 
ed in a survey completed In 1973, that 
57% of all Canadian Ph.Ds were 
obtained outside Canada. Until recent- 
ly there were more Canadian graduate 
students outside Canada than In 
Canada. So do all W5's flights of fancy 
apply to these students too, or have 



they conveniently forgotten the time 
when the majority of Canadian grad- 
uate students studied abroad because 
In those days Canadian graduate 
departments were inferior? Everything 
W5 says about international students 
In Canada could equally apply to 
Canadian students studying abroad. 

The author of the "W5 Reply" saves 
his best remark for the last: 

"...and far more disturbing than 
accusations of Inaccuracies In our 
facts, are attempts and threats to refer 
W5 to the CRTC and the Canadian 
Human Rights Commission to shut us 
up once and for all. It seems that 
freedom of speech Is pretty low on the 
list of priorities these days." 

Freedom of speech presupposes 
that what is said Is accurate and 
supported by evidence. It does not 
apply to attempts to manipulate, 
distort and misrepresent the true 
facts. 

Various Chlnese-Canadian groups, 
CBIE, Statistics Canada, the Minister 
of Employment and Immigration, the 
Association of University Teachers, 
the National Union of Students, and 
various universities have all formally 
complained to CTV. The University of 
Alberta Is In the process of preparing a 
complaint. Yet, other than this "W5 
Reply" nothing is forthcoming from 
CTV or W5, least of all a retraction. 
They Insist on standing by the original 
program.

W5 saves Its most ludicrous state- 
ments for the end, In their comments 
on the Canadian Immigration Act as it 
applies to international students. 

The following quotes from the "W5 
Reply" illustrate this: 

‘\Admlsslon] quotas only serve to 
convert visa students to landed 
Immigrants. Once they've achieved 
landed Immigrant status they can take 
any course they choose." "One 
Immigration official said our complica- 
ted 'point' system, nomination 
schemes, extended families and a lax 
attitude make It easy [for International 
students to become landed Immig- 
rants]. " 

Canada has one of the toughest 
Immigration controls of any country. 
Virtually the only way for an Interna- 
tional student to become a permanent 
resident is to obtain a validated offer 
of employment from a Canadian 
employer, l.e. the offer must be 
approved by Canada Manpower who 



have satisfied themselves that there Is 
no Canadian willing or capable of 
doing the job. 

Since an International student can 
only apply for work upon completion of 
his studies he or she would no longer 
be a threat to Canadian students in the 
■^unlikely event that permanent resident 
status was granted. 

Any Canada Immigration office will 
confirm the above. Even then it can 
take a minimum of six months to 
become a permanent resident, and the 
application must be made from 
outside Canada. 

Only about 1% of international 
students eventually becorfie perma- 
nent residents and then only after the 
completion of their studies. 

"Government policy makes It easy for

Such a quote Is an absolute, 
unsubstantiated absurdity. W5 has

MONTREAL (CUP) - Pre 
marital sex among people h 
the 19 to 22 age bracket Is or 
the rise, according to twc 
university professors in Que 
bec. 

Robert Gemme and Claude 
Crepault, teachers in the de- 
partment of sexology at the 
University of Quebec at Mont- 
real, have estimated that by 
1994, 95 per cent of young 
people between the ages of 19 
and 22 will have premarital 
sexual relations. 

The professors base their 
findings on a 1977-78 study In 
which they questioned several 
hundred unmqrried French- 
speaking Quebecers about 
their attitudes towards pre- 
marital sex. 

In a report published in the 
Revue Québécoise de Sexo- 
logie, the authors state that 
the figure of 94 per cent is a 
likely maximum when trends 
over the last ten years are 
extended Into the future. 

The professors stëss that 
love will continue to be a 
determining factor in the sex 
lives of the great majority of 
young women. 

"We have no reason to 
believe that an Important sub- 
culture based on pleasure will 
develop alongside the sub- 
culture of romanticism," they 
concluded. 

The authors say that the 
great majority of young adults 
who practise premarital Inter- 
course no longer consider 
virginity an luosl. Two tradi- 
tional arguments in favour of 
It, they say, seem to have 
disappeared In the develop- 
ment of a permissive culture: 
fear of committing a sin and 
fear of negative social or 
psychological effects.

OTTAWA (CUP) - As many 
as 150 schools and educational 
institutes in Ontario have been 
told by the government to 
remove or seal up asbestos 
material because it is a health 
risk to students. 

Inhaling asbestos particles 
can lead to serious lung 
diseases, including cancer. The 
material is used as a fire 
retardant. 

"We’re telling them this Is a 
danger to health, that for safety 
and security they should do It 
(remove or seal the material)," 
says Stan Orlowski, associate 
chief architect for the 
ministries of education and 
colleges and universities. 

Orlowski said the institutions 
known to have asbestos were 
built in the 1960s and are 
located throughout the 
province. 

Health hazard problems 
caused by asbestos have also 
hit other institutions in Canada, 
Including Bishop’s University in 
Lennoxville and Pacific 
Vocational Institute in Van- 
couver. 

Although some of the 
schools have very little 
asbestos, Orlowski says any 
amount is enough' to cause 
concern. 

"If the material is flaky, it 
doesn't matter what the per- 
centage is — they have to do 
something about it." 

Orlowski said education 
minister Bette Stephenson has 
not decided who will pay for the 
necessary repairs, but he ad-
